Ye wish to acknowledge the receipt of your tentative report. Would your 
committee permit us to compliment you on the strenuous efforts you keve put forth 
on behalf of educational betterment in Crayford County. We recognize the sacri- 
fices the members of the committee have made in time and money and sincerely 
believe that your efforts will pay better educational dividends to the boys and 
Zirls of your county. 


Your report shows that your committee sees the problems before them and 
have attempted to solve them in ways as beneficial to as many as possible, but 
above all, in a fair and impartial manner, The people of your county, we believe, 
appreciate the tireless efforts your committees has spent. The procedure that you 
have followed in getting together your report has been very carefully planned and 
shovs evidence of good constructive thinking on your part. Your report is con- 
Cisse, clear, and is readable, It is written with the thought in mind that its 
success denends upon how well it is read and interpreted to the lay public. 


In recomnendinge four community units for Cravford County, the survey 
committee has shorn that they have considered the problems of your county in the 
ligh: of wnat is best for the education of boys and girls on a long range program 
of ecucetional opportunities. ‘The unit district plan that you have recommended 
est tyne of district by most authorities, There are many 
obvious reasons for the estoolishment of unit districts. 


The Advisory Commission feols that your recommendation for a dual system 
in the west part of Crawford County should be changed and if possible a unit 
district should be recommended with high school facilities located at Oblong, 


The State Advisory Commission feels that you have given months of study 
and consideration to determine the most desirable school organization for Crawford 
County. hey feel that you have done a good job. However, before you file your 
final report, the Commission has the following suggestions and recommendations 
for your consideration. 


1. The South Unit that you have recommended is too small both in assessed 
valuation and in students. Might it not be wise to incorporate Plat 
Rock either in the central or east unit, or divide it as you have 
suggested, depending upon the will of the people in the Flat Rock 
area. The Flat Rock High School could even be operated under this 
plan for a period of timey if the board of education deemed it advis- 
Able. 


e. The dval district that you have recommanded as the West Hlementary and 
Obi.ong Figh School should be united to form a unit district if agree~ 
ment could be reached between Crarford, and Jasper Counties as to 
torrltovial boundarics, 


4. A toad map of each of your proposed districts showing hard and gravel 
voucde and proposed bus routes would be helpful to the Commission. 

Some effort should be made by your committee to acquaint the peonle 

of these routes, time that children would be on busses, etc.

U, Some effort should be made to show the approximate costs of your 
proposed county districts in comparison to present costs. People 
want to know rhat the new plan of reorganization will cost, if it is 
more desirable, and where their children will attend school. 


5, There is no record in your report of your committee having met with the 
survey committee of Jasper County, Do you not have mutual school prob- 
lems that ought to be settled betwoen counties? Community centers do 
not stop at county lines, 


6. A very carefully planned public relations program should be worked out 
by your committee after you have completed your final report. This is 
of paramount importance. Any change in the administrative and super- 
vision program of schools needs proper and just interpretation to the 
public, 


Finally, we wish to commend you for the excellent work and fine leadership 
that you have so ably demonstrated in preparing this report. Therefore, we 
approve of your recommendations as presented with the hope in mind that due consid- 
eration be given to the above suggestions from the State Advisory Commission 
before filing your final report.

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COMMITTEE PROGRESS 


The Crawford County School Survey Committee 
was organized on October 16, 1945, Aftor an 
exhoustive study a Tentative Report was filed in 
the Office of the County Superintendent of Schools 
on November 10, 1947, and ten copies were sent to 
the State Advisory Commission, Notice was pub- 
lished that the report was on file for public 
inspection and a copy of the report was sent to 
all school board members and teachors of the 
county. Notice of Public Hearing was published 
in all the county papers and the school children 
were given a copy of the notice to take to thoir 
parents before cach local hearing, Fifteen legal 
public hearings were conducted during the month 
of January 1948 in each of the proposed school 
attondance centers, Twenty special pubdlic meet- 
ings were held during January and February 1942 
to assist in acquainting the public with the 
Survey Report. 


The Committee approved all petitions for 
elections that were presented after which 
elections were called, thus aiding the pceoplo 
in setting up the newly established districts 
and proposed districts. 


A detailed account of the newly established 
and proposed districts is given in the following 
pages of this report.

The 
boundaries of the Willow Hill Elementary District are not the 
same as the overlying Oblong Tovnship High School District, 
Therefore, the Crarford County Survey Committee has approved 
the duel plan for the west side of Crarford County. The Bend 
Community Consolidated District No. 210 was approved and voted on 
in the Spring of 1947, the Hardinvillo Community Consolidated 
District No. 6 was approved and voted on April 3, 1948, and tho 
Oblong Community Consolidated was approved and will be voted on 
May 22, 1948, 


The eleven remaining one-room districts are not ready to 
consolidate. The Committee recomnends that they consolidate by 
petition when the people of each area are ready. 


The Bend Community Consolidated District No. 210 consists 
ef Districts No. 84, 111, 112, 113 and four districts in Jasper 
County in the Bend of the Enbarrass River.

The Oblong Township High School District No. 203 
consists of 57 square miles in Jasper County and 61 square 
miles in Cravford County. The part in Jasper County takes 
in most of the Bend Community Consolidated No. 210 which 
is a corner cut off of Jasper County by the Embarrass River 
and nost of Willow Hill Elementary School District, also 
a small part of Hunt and Yale Districts, 


The part in Crarford County takes in all the central 
part of the west side leaving 25 5/8 square niles on the 
north and 32 1/2 square niles on the south in the Non-High, 
The Committee recommends that all the Non-High be annexed 
to Oblong Towmship High School District No. 203. This 
would take in all of the remaining Non-High School Territory 
in Crawford County,
